The declaration of trust filed 
yesterday conveys to the univers- 
ity all of Mrs. Burnett’s real and 
personal property in this city, 
ranch and oil properties in, West 
Texas and in the Panhandle. The 
gift includes a half interest in the 
famous ‘“four-six’’ ranch that lies 
in Carson and Hutchinson coun- 
ties, on which oil recently was dis- 
covered. and where an extensive 
arilling campaign is in progress.

Paris Government Says Ex- 
perts Are to Examine 
Total German Wealth 
and What Can Be Paid.

PARIS, Dec. 13.—Although 


President Coolidge has carefully 
explained that the United States 
will not be participating as a gov- 
ernment in the forthcoming com- 
mittee of reparations experts, it is 
explained at the Reparations Com- 
mission that American experts will 
represent their Government no less 
fhan the experts of England, 
France, Italy and Belgium. . 

“A great deal of rubbish ts being 
talked about the United States not 
being officially represented,” said 
one reparation authority. “The 
American experts will be chosen in 
the same way as thg experts of 
any other nation. The names of 
all the experts are to be suggested 
by representatives of various na- 
tions now sitting in the Reparation 
Commission. Then the commission 
will invite the experts directly. 

“No expert will have authority 
to commit his Government or do 
anything but examine the situation 
of Germany and report findings to 
the Reparation Commission. 

‘United States participation is, 
therefore, identical in method and 
character with that of any other 
nation.”’ 

France Defines Scope. 

The French Government yester- 
day defined its understandings of 
the “resources and capacity” of 
Germany which the experts are to 
examine. Resources mean the total 
German wealth. Capacity means 
what can be collected for repara- 
tions. 

The British delegate, Sir John 
Bradbury, said he was satis‘icd 
that the experts would have “suf- 
ficiently open terms.” 

French officials are not yet will- 
ing to admit that the reparations 
total of 132,000,000,000 gold marks 
may be disturbed. They express 
hope that the expert inquiry, how- 
ever, may bé followed by a general 
discussion leading to readjust- 
ment of reparations and interna- 
tional debts. 

It is expected the commission 
will decide temorrow what experts 
to invite. The first committee of 
experts will consist of two mem- 
bers from each of the five nations, 
including the United States, sir- 
ting on the commission. It will ex- 
amine methods of “balancing Ger- 
many’s budget and stabilizing Ger- 
many’s currency.” 

The second committee will econ- 
sist of one member from each of 
the five countries. It will consider 
German wealth which escaped 
from Germany and methods of 
levying on it. 

It is regarded as likely that 
France will be represented by Jean 
Parmentier, who headed’ the 
French debt mission to Amepica; 
Belgium by M. Hautard, and En- 
gland by Reginald McKenna, for- 
mer Chancellor of the Exchequer.

I asked him why 
the soldiers had cheereg the Ger- 
man Revolution, which was going 
to be a Revolution of the right 
not of the left. He rep! guarded- 
ly by asking what I ew about 
it. When I told him I had spent 
nine months in Germany he looked 
disconsolate, but argued with me.

HILDREN can be taught self- 
CC sovernment and that very 
easily, provided’a strong and 
affectionate adult personality 
stands behind the scenes with defi- 
nite guidance and inspiration. No 
school can manage itself, however, 
if left to its own devices. Lacking 
in experience as to adult life and 
the problems of their future, even 
high school pupils always make a 
mess of any unguided attempt at 
self-government. 
A certain high school of 4&0 pu- 
pils, in a small Middle Western 


town, has solved the problem of} 
student government so well—fol-° 


lowing the ideal just outlined—that 
it seems fitting to commend this 
plan to others. Here is the pro- 
gram: — 

To help the teachers keep the 
school financially sound and suc- 
cessful; to keep it always honest, 
trustworthy, clean, decent, proper- 
ly amused, orderly, loyal and con- 
tented. 

To exercise kindness, good will, 
helpfulness, respect for the rights 
and prgperty of others, and to mak2 
it the best small high schwol in the 
State. 

As one will readily observe, the 
maxims given above are ideals that 
must have been originated in the 
mind of an adult, but they are easi- 
ly graspefé and visualized by the 
younger person. And the signifi- 
cant fact is, they are doing the 
work. Out of a thousand schools 
which I have visited I have never 
seen any more enthusiasm and loy- 
altvy as accorded by the whole 
school. Not only is there enthusi- 
asm for athletics and extra-school 
programs, but there is a devotion 
to class work and the preparation 
of lessons. 

The athletic team, the band, the 
chorus club, the literary societies, 
the class organizations, the cafa- 
teria, the lecture course—all these 
are an integral part of this educa- 
tional regimen Which seems to op- 
erate so well and to fill the life of 
the young adolescents to the full. 

But, mark the point. There is 
a master mind just back of the 
scenes, giving unfelt guidance and 
ingpiring the leaders to move the 
mass in the right direction. It is 
éver so with the successful self- 
government in both school and col- 
lege. 

A well wrought plan, a clear out- 
line of its motto and its goal, a 
constant flow of enthusiasm from 
the hearts of the young learners; 
‘all this gives the scene and the set- 
ting for successful school self- 
management. Let us have far more 
of it. Let us especially have more 
interest in it on the payt of parents.
